narcotick : Therefore, they are warming, in- 
ciding, opening, diuretick, nephritick, and diſ- 
ſolve a groſs and incratiated Blood. 5 

THEY are us d either in Wee or In- 
ful ion. | 
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but becauſe they temper the Blood and Urine 
and, by their gently ſaline Parts, open; fo chat 
from this Mixture ariſes a Tertinm Oxid, re- 
ſembling vitriolated 'Tartar, which ariſes from

N. B. They are not anodyne of themſelves, 


Their Preparations are, Firſt, a Tincture with 
Spirit of Wine, which is good in Caſes of the 
Kidneys and Bladder. Secondly, Troches, 
which are good in Jaundices ; and are anti- 
hydropical, becauſe they open and diſſolve, 
and carry off the Serum ; but then they 
muſt be freſh, or they are worth nothing. 

TRE Seeds are anti-ifterical, becauſe they 
attenuate the groſs and viſcid Choler.

ſome Animal dropping them on. the Surface of the. 
Earth: And if this is the Caſe, then Man muſt a. 
riſe from zn Inſect, which is "ridiculons ; and me- 
thinks that Nidus very improper, which does not 
produce above One in a Thouſand.

But this 
Humor diſſolv'd in Spirit of Wine is excel- 
lent in ſordid Ulcers, as I have experienc'd. 
ITEIR Preparation is Confectio Anacardina, 
which, as is ſaid, comforts the Memory, is a- 
lexipharmack, and cordial ; but for my own Part 
J believe they have no other Virtues than com- 
mon Almonds. .

ITHEx conduce in Fluxes of the Belly, and 
the ſerve co die. Chocolate of a red Colour, 
and to give it a binding Taſte ; and its Tincture 
mixt with Chocolate will make it ſo harmleſs, 
that you may drink any Quantity without 
Harm, becauſe by the help of this Tin&ure, 
the Chocolate will digeſt. Others, who have 
not theſe at Hand, take Sanders and Saffron, 
as alſo Kermes Berrics, and with warm Water 
make a Tincture, which they put into their 
Chocolate; but the Aſchiota is more grateful, 
and its Tincture is made in a peculiar manner, 
not bearing Coction: The Grains are powder d, 
and make a Tincture with common or any di- 
{till'd Water by a little warmth, they growing 
black with boiling, which is - convenient againſt 
many Poiſons z their Taſte being Segel bitter, 
and ſomewhat aromatick. 

' SOMETIMES the whole Gm are taken 
and infuſed in warm Water, and after the

TE Flower of Indian Maze, or Corn, is 
very nouriſhing, and muſt be ſifted through a 
{ſmall Sieve ; many make Chocolate from theſe 
few Things alone without Chocolate, adding 
Sugar to them. JFC 
IEE Tincture made by Exhalation into a 
ſpherical Mais, or Tablets, which will laſt many 
cars, promotes Urine, appeaſes Thirſt, miti- 
gates Tooth-aches ariſing from hot Cauſes, and 
tempers hot Conſtitutions, if mixt with Wa- 
TE Tincture is made thus; Take the ripe 
Grains and infuſe them in warm Water; and 
Tablets are made up of what ſubſides at the 
Bottom. e e 
Al are bruis'd, except the Orleano or Vai- 
gnels, in a Mortar; they are boil d a little in 
Water, and then they are thrown into a Stone 
Mortar; then they are bruis'd and toſs'd a- 
bout, and while the Maſs is yet hot, tis made

They extract the Oil by Diſtillation and blend 
theſe, from whence they have drawn the Oil, 
with other good Cloves, and fell them thus: 
But this Deceit is eaſily diſcover'd, by prick- 
ing a Clove with the point of a Needle; if it 
Sweats, that Clove has not been diftill'd.

| CHOCOLATE is a black Mak, harden'dinto 
- Rolls or Cakes, made thus; 
172 KE the Fruit of the Coco Nuts clean d 
and blanch'd, four Pounds; Cinnamon 
Half a Pound”; Aniſeeds four Drams; 
Vaignels three; Cloves ſix; Flower of 
Indian Com one Pound and a half; Al- 
monds or Piſtaches, four Ounces; ; Grains 
of Rowcow, two Drams ; Spaniſh Pepper 
one Dram; Sugar two Pounds, or there- 
abouts. Beat them all well together, and 
put them into a Cauldron, or Stone Mor- 
tar, and by Heat make them into a Maſs, 
having a Care that you don't burn them; 
and to that End you muſt continually keep 
ſtirring. This Maſs conſiſting of Particles 
truly nutritious and alimentary, together 
with aromaticks, it becomes very nouriſh- 
ing, cordial and comfortable. 
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Tux inward Pulp of the Kernel is of a „ 
bditteriſh, but grateful Taſte ; the 1 a the ; 
Fruit is, the redder they are; and the more 
unripe, the whiter. The Fruit being gather'd, 
the outward Skin is thrown away, and the Ker- 
nel is only in Uſe ; which being clean'd from 
its Slime, is expos'd to the Sun, and dry'd up-

Tux Kernels are of a bitteriſh, fatty, oily 
Taſte; they are temperate in their Nature; they 
firſt reduc'd into Powder, then a Paſte is made 
of them, either alone, or with the Yolk of an 
Egg and Maze Flower, (Indian Corn) and fo 

made into any Form, and dry'd in the Shade, 
becauſe it melts in the Sun. 


N. B. GREAT Caution is to be us'd in put-

N. B. The Sap of the Pine Tree affords a Cream 
and a Turpentine ; this Turpentine calcin'd affords a 
Refin, and farther calcin'd it yields Tarr, which be- 
ing evaporated becomes Pitch; and this they do about 
five Leagues from Marſeilles, and now in our Weſt 
Indies, as they have all along done in Mauſcovy and 
Sweden.

Tree to the middle and it flows out; it 


contains volatile Salts included in reſinous 
ones; it is antiaſthmatick and pectoral, tis 


antinephritick and gives a violet Smell to 
the Water; there are various Ways of 
giving it, to wit, in a ſtubborn nephritick 
Caſe. Take Venice Turpentine, boil it in 
fennel Water to the Conſiſtence of a white 


Reſin, Oil of Juniper, and Amber, make 


into Pills, to be taken. In a Suppreſſion 
the following is uſeful, Take four Ounces 
of Canary, an Ounce of juice of Lemon, 
two Drams of Spirit of Turpentine, make 
a Draught.

THE Glaſs and Liver of Antimony differ in 
two Points, in Colour, and the Apparatus; the 
Glaſs being tranſparent and red, and is longer 
in preparing: It is not a little ſurprizing, how 
few Grains of either produce dreadful Effects: 

It is to be obſerv'd, — of Antimonials, ſuch 
as have their ſulphureous Parts more united, 
expanded and luble, are the ſtrongeſt, and vi- 
ce verſa, ſuch as have thoſe Parts leaſt con- 
centred, are the weakeſt Emeticks. But, in 
general, Ii is common Prudence, in Practice, to 
avoid all Remedies, which may prejudice and pro- 
duce dreadful Conſequences. Hence the Glaſs 
ought never be preſerib d in Subſtance, becauſe 
as it is Glaſs, and it can't be ſo levigated but 
that it will be ſharp-pointed, theſe Spicula will 
inſinuate themſelves into the Stomach, and will 
2 it to exceſſive Vomitings, and this 
will laſt for a conſiderable Time; for 
this Reaſon, that whatever is taken down will 
be impregnated by thefe Spicula, which are 
ſtrongly driven into > hy Fibres of the Stomach; 
ſo that whatever the Glands ſecrete, whatſoever 
we ſwallow down, will be ſo ſtrongly tinctur d, 
: that 
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that the Force is almoſt indelible, ſo that the 
Patients will be fatigued and exhauſted. What 
is ſaid of the Gla/s, holds good in a leſs De- 
gree of the Liver of Antimony; and therefore 
in Subſtance eſpecially, theſe Medicines are not 
adviſable, unleſs in Glyſters for ſleepy Diſeaſes, 
where they do Wonders, eſpecially if the Aqua 
Benedicta of Rulandus be preſcrib'd, that is, if 
the Bottle be ſhak'd, ſo as ſome of the Liver 
be in the Mixture. | 55 
As to Vomiting, it is to be obſerved, that 
ſome are more readily vomited than others, 
and too great Force is not to be us'd to ſuch as 
vomit with difficulty, unleſs there ſnould chance 
to be a Quantity of Humors, or Bile, in the 
Bowels. And again, Vomits muſt never be gi- 
ven to ſuch as ſpit Blood, or to Women with 
Child; but Aſthmaticks, and Children, will 
bear them, if well adapted; for Children, we 
fee, do often vomit WP the Contents of their 
Stomach, into their Nurſes Boſoms, and they 
call it a healthful Diſcharge, and calls for an 
artificial Vomit to unload the Quantity abound- 
ing; as for Women with Child, in their firſt 
Month they uſually puke with Eaſe, and in 
thoſe Months a gentle Emetick, if requir'd, is 
not quite ſo dangerous: He ought to be reput- 
ed the beſt Phyſician, who apes Nature the 
moſt naturally. In chronical Diſeaſes, Eme- 
| ticks ought to precede Catharticks, for in them, 
the Fuel of the Diſeaſe can never be through- 
ly exhauſted, without ſuch an univerſal Succuſ- 
fion ; and it obtains in Practice, to adminiſter 
fach a Medicine, as will ſurely vomit and 
purge together, and then the Humors are diſ-

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By reaſon of its earthy Subſtance, it has 
ſomewhat ſingular in it for breeding Callus's in 
Fractures of the Bones, and its Uſe is commend- 
ed both inwardly and outwardly in that Caſe;

N. B. The Steams of Lead appear to be 3 | 
becauſe Aſthmaticks can't bear its Steams ; they feel 2 
Straitneſs after being expos'd to them; and therefore 
Oils cure ſuch Aſthmaticks beſt : And in Colicks 
from it, the ſame Oils are uſeful.

Litharge blown off, is turn'd to Lead again, by 
boiling it in a ſtrong Lixivium, pour on Spirit of Vi- 
trio], a white Powder precipitates and is remeltable 
into Lead ; and it is obſervable that Sugar of Lead 
is return'd into Lead by Salt of Tartar and a Fire;

ſweeter it is, the truer it is; it is eaſily reviv'd into 
Lead by Oil of Rape Seed or Colophony, or both, 
and Fire; if you put Ceruſs into Gum Trogaceanth 
diſſolv'd in Water, you may mark Books, or write 
Letters, which will not be diſcover'd from the Paper

1 Lead is made into Shot by adding Arſenick to it; 
3 that Braſs becomes white Bath Metal with Arſenick, 
I and is very brittle ; that Gold becomes brittle with 
Antimony, which all know contains a Clyſſus.

It is moredver obſerv'd, that Gems, taking their 
TinQures from Metals, will give TinQures to the 
ſame Menſtrua that diſſolve their Metals; hence 
Granates receive their Tincture from Gold, becauſe 
Aqua Regia draws a Tincture from them; hence they 
alſo receive a Tincture from Iron; becauſe infus'd 
in Water, the Water blackens with Galls.

A QuEST1ON. 


Whether Purgatives be oily, alcaline, or acid 
Bodies? e 


O which Queſtion I anſwer poſitively, 
that they conſiſt of all: Firſt, I ſay, they 
conſiſt of a reſinous Oil, for a Reſin is nothing 
more than Oil coagulated and concreted by an 
Acid. Secondly, They conſiſt of an alcaline 
Salt, as appears by their acrimonious Taſte, 
which incides, attenuates, opens and fuſes the 
Blood, as appears by the Effects of many Pur- 
gatives. And, Thirdly, of an acid Principle, 
as appears from hence, that the Oil in Reſins 
is incraſſated by an Acid. ODS 

WHEN the Reſin is extracted from Purga- 
tives, this Acid may be call'd off, as when Oil 
of Aniſeſeeds is congeal'd by Oil of Vitriol, the 
Oil and Acid may be got apart. I: 

MEAN while all Purgatives may be referr'd 
to this Head, that they are all caſtrated -by 
Acids, and the alcalick Principle moſtly abounds 
in them: And therefore generally ſpeaking 
they are Alcalines. Firft, Becauſe an Acrimony | 
is perceiv'd in all of them. Secondly, Becauſe 
all of them are enervated by Acids; * *

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theſe Reaſons I am of Opinion, that moſt of 
them are ſaline and alcaline. 

HowE VER the particular Texture of Pur-

Phyſick and excrementitious Humors are thrown 
off at once. 
© PurGaTIVEs do firſt act by vellicatiog and 
ſtimulating the Fibrils of the Stomach, and 
twiſting the whole Canal into vermicular Con- 
tractions; hence is the Canal conſtring' d, and 
the Humors being at the ſame time dilated in 
the Inteſtines and Stomach, and thus the Con- 
tents are expell'd by Vomit and Stool. 

Secondly, They fuſe and melt the noxious 
Humors into very minute Particles and Va- 
pours; hence extraordinary Commotions and 
Expulſion enſue. 

IT is askd whether there be any ſpecifick 
Purgatives; becauſe it ſeems as if all Purga- 
tives did indifferently carry off alimentary and 
vitious Humors. 

I anſwer, no doubt chere are ſpecifick Pur- 
gatives: Becauſe if there be a Difference in 
Taſte among Purges, as there moſt certainly is, 
which differently affects the Tongue and Palate, 
why alſo ſhou'd they not affect the Body in a 
very different Manner within us? For we ſee 
by Experience, that this or that Medicine ra- 
cher does Service to the Bilious, than another 

ET 0 2 _  Purga«s 
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Parga tive, which perhaps prejudices : : Whence 
is this, but becauſe it is more or leſs agreeable 
to this Humor than another. So that Phyſici- 
ans muſt have a due Regard to the Choice of 
Purgatives: However we cannot à priori (or 
by the Force of reaſoning) prove whether a 
Purge will be ſpecitick or not, but this is only 
prov'd à poſteriori (or from the Effects and 
Conſequences,) hence a Choice of Purgatives 
muſt be made as Occaſion offers. |
